Zambia University shut 
after student challenge 


LUSAKA (Reuter), — Troops and 
riot police closed Zambia University 
yesterday — the gavernment’s res- 
ponse to an unprecedented student 
challenge to President Kenneth 
Kaunda and his policy on the ex- 
Plosive Issue of arms sales to South 
Africa. 

Troops with bayonets fixed ringed 
the campus, on the ontskirts of Lu- 
saka, before dawn yesterday as 
police entered dormitories and rou- 
sed the 1.500 students from their 
beda at 4 am.

PHNOM PENH (AP). — The Cambo- 
dian Government yesterday published 
@ protest note to Saigon claiming 
that South Vietnamese troops had 
committed “acts of deliberate sava- 
gery” in Cambodia. 

The note, printed in the Govern- 
ment-cwned Khmer News Agency 
bulletin, listed mine separate inci- 
dents during March in the provinces 
of Prey Veng and Svay Rieng, close 
to the South Vietmamese border in 
the village of ‘Kompong Soeng in 
Prey Veng province. According to 
the note, the villagers were robbed 
and young girls were forced to strip 
“for the pleasure” of the soldiers. 

The Cambodians claimed that the 
South Vietnamese “assassinated” a 
Cambodian, who was supporting 15 
children.

SANTIAGO (Reuter). — Marxist 
President Salvador Allende yester- 
day nationalised Chile's huge mining 
industry in which three American 
companies have an investment esti- 
mated at more than $700m. 

The President carried out the 
nationatisation, signing into law 8 
constitutional reform giving the 
state the “permanent and inalien- 
able” right to take control of the 
country’s mineral riches. The law 
was signed at a ceremony at the 
Presidential Palace attended by Min- 
istera, armed forces leaders and re- 
presentatives of Congress and the 
Judiciary. 

Yesterday's move by the President 
followed action by the Chilean Con- 
gress on Sunday when it amended 
the constitution to allow nationali- 
sation of the country’s mineral re- 
sources, including the giant U.S. 
copper mines. 

Chile is the world’s fourth biggest 
producer of copper, which represents 
about 80 per cent of its foreign 
currency earnings. 

The government of Dr. Allende, 
the western world’s first freely- 
elected Marxist head of state, is 
dominated by Moscow-aligned Com- 
munists and militant Socialists.

WASHINGTON (Reuter). -—— The

Affairs Committee yesterday voted 
to cut off economic as well as mi- 
ittary aid to the Pakistan Govern- 
ment until the situation returns to 
normal in East Pakistan.

the Western and Eastern sections 
of the nations. 

Pakistan at present does not re- 
cognise East Germany and trade 
between the two countries is negli- 
gible because of Pakistan's close 
relations with West Germany. 

The sources said the move was 
in Itme with the Pakistan Govern- 
ment’s drive to boost the country’s 
external trade, which has been bad- 
ly affected by the recent troubles in 
East Pakistan. 

In Moscow, the Communist Party 
newspaper “Pravda” yesterday reaf- 
firmed Soviet support for a political 
settlement of the East Pakistan cri- 
sis and angrily rejected allegations 
that the Soviet Union was supplying 
arms to Pakistan. 

“Pravda” said Russia consistently 
favoured an immediate political set- 
tlement taking account of “the legi- 
timate rights and interests of the 
population of East Pakistan” and 
solving the question of repatriating 
Bast Pakistani refugees on this ba- 
sis.

NEW YORK (INA). — While many 
thousands of Soviet Jews have ap- 
plied for visas to leave the country, 
many thousands more are probably 
discouraged by the “tedious and 

bureaucratic machinery” 
that must be overcome by all who 
hope to depart. 

A description of what a Russian 
Jew must go through in order to 
obtain the prized “ovir” — visa — 
is contained in a report by Abra- 
ham 5. Karlikow, director of the 
American Jewish Committee's Eu- 
ropean Office, released by the A.J.C. 
here this week. 


Firat of all, reported Karlikow, a 
Jew needs relatives abroad, which 
is the only principle on which the 
Soviet authorities permit some emi- 
gration. A relative in Israel must 
obtain a “Vyzov" — affidavit — 
which is procured and then certified 
by the Finnish Embassy in Tel Aviv 
which handles Soviet affairs in the 


The relative in the U.S.S.R. who 
receives the ‘Vyzov". must take it 
to his local “ovir” — office of visas 
and permits — where, he must fill 
out forms that, ΔΒ}. ΤΟΣ name,’ pa- 
rents’ name, date of 
status, employment and similar ques- 
tions. Once this is filled out “you 
must start making the rounds and 
get all supporting documentation,” 
Karlikow writes, 


Evaluation document 


One such document is a “karak- 
teristika” (“en evaluation from the 
place where you work”) which must 
be signed by the director, by the 
local representative of the Commun- 
ist party and by the relevant trade 
union representative. 

“However, the very fact of be- 
ginning this process has already 
created difficulties. Local directors, 
or party people, to whom one must 
apply, grudgingly make themselves 
available. They, as well as others, nray 
call you 2 ‘deserter’ or a ‘trafior’ and 
be nasty in other ways. A number 
of Soviet Jews, merely on applica- 
dion, have immediately found them- 
selves demoted. Others have been 
fired, sometimes in the form of an 
office or workshop meeting at which 
one is publicly excommunicated by 
colleagues,” Karlikow writes.

Sir, — A recent letter in The 
Jerusalem Post (Jume 27), signed by 
eleven non-Orthodox ‘Rabbis and 
calling for “Unity in Diversity,” 
espouses a pluralism which can ea- 
sally end in chaos. They do not de- 
mote any area of unity, except for 
the all-inclusive word “Jew and 
ihe call for mutual tolerance of 
diversity. 

These men offer no common norm 
of Jewish commitment to which 
all groups should subscribe to 
achieve unity. 

If these men want “Unity in Di- 
versity,” they must delineate legi- 
timate ereas where common norms 
will be honored as well as where 
differing practices may be tolerated. 
Otherwise, there fs diversity, chaos 
—but no unity. 

To date, that highest norm is 
halacha. Those who reject it — not 
those who abide by it— are the 
deviationists. They break the only 
norm for total unity. Indeed, such 
unity may impose demands on those 


of lesser standards, That is the: 


Price of unity. Majorities, or the 
fact ‘that many may be “read out,” 
are not considerations in the face 
of high principles and unity. 

Halacha, Hike all law, must be 
administered only by those who are 
totally committed to its truth and 
Preservation, and are qualified au- 
thoritles of 15 application. Labels 
{Reform, Consenvative, Reconstruc- 
tionist, even Orthodox) are un- 
important, except as they reflect 
the degree of such commitment and 
competence, or the likely lack there- 
of. 

Let those who have deviated from 
halacha enjoy for themselves, Lli- 
berty and diversity, but let them, 
also, respect areas involving others, 
for their faithfulness to our sacred 
heritage which alone hag sustained 
the Jewish people, if they earnest- 
ly want unity.

Pre- 
sumably even those Conservative 
and Reform rabbis who put in so 
eloquent a plea for Jewish plura- 
lism in your issue of June 27 are 
not willing simply to consider Jew- 
ish anyone who declares himself, 
or thinks of himself, ag such.“ ° 

To argue that because many Jews 
do not accept the Aalacha we need 
mew standards to satisfy thelr de- 
mands, is lke arguing that what 
ig — ought to be. This is an argu- 
ment for Judaism's belng reduced 
to its lowest common factor 50 
that it does not, and cannot, of- 
fend anyope. One may well won- 
der what value such ἃ watered- 
down Judaism, perhaps ἃ Judaism 
tinged with as few demands and 
as lttle religion as possible, can 
have. Nor can one but be doubt- 
ful about its future. Jewish unity 
has surely never been preserved 
in the past by giving in to each 
and every faction. 

Because such ἃ broad-based Jew- 
ish pluralism seems so manifestly 
ridiculous, one can only assume that 
the signatories of the letter on the 
subject are really pleading for re- 
cognition of thelr own particular 
heterodoxies as found In contempo- 
rary American Jewry. In which 
ease they have yet to tell us what 
makes their brands of Judaism so 
sacrosanct, 

From the Orthodox viewpoint, 
there Is n0 assumption that either 
being or becoming a Jew has to be 
made easy sy that we should be 
able to count innumerable fellow- 
travellers as Jews. Is there any 
foundation at all for the view that 
there must be as many Jews 83 
possible in the world?

This raises 
the problem of bed-occupancy and 
hospital bed: amd staff shor- 
tage which is now the subject of so 
much public discussion, . 


Obvious!y when no beds are avail- 
able, following first aid, treatment 
and diagnosis, inter-hospital arrange- 
ments and transferring will have to 
continue to serve the situation un- 
til such time as will allow every 
hospital to retamm a number of emer- 
Sency beds constantly free. 

It is known thac many countries 
are experiencing difficulties in hoa- 
pitalization, and the Ministry of 
Health is now actively trying to 
solve this problem.

The 
Jewish Agency should therefore have 
terminated its existence. However, 
if for one reason or another, a 
need exists for a body separate from 
the Israel Government and from the 
Zionist World Organization to org- 
anize immigration and mobilize 
world Jewry in the interests of Is- 
reel, an appropriate new name 
should be given to that hody.

One-time mamzer now 


ruled free

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
A man who was ruled a mtiamzer 
(bastard) some 20 years ago by a 
Rabbinical Court was this 
week cleared of the taint by the 
game court. The Petah Tikva beit 
din ruled that the evidence which 
had been brought against him was 
untrustworthy. (According te hala- 
cha, ἃ mamzer is the offspring of a 


, forbidden union.) 


The case concerned a family from 
Yemen, Some 35 years ago, the 
head of the family was imprisoned 
in Yemen; but he escaped and fled 
to Agmera in Eritrea, leaving his 
five-year-old daughter behind with 
relatives, In Asmara, he gave his 
daughter in marriage to a local 
man — or so he claimed years later 
to the Petah Tikva court.
